THE HAGUE, July 19 (Associated 
Press).—Mystery marked The Hague 
proceedings today and the conference 
ended in an uncertain manner. After 
Maxim Litvinoff, head of the Soviet del- 
egation, had proposed to submit to Mos- 
cow a recommendation to acknowledge 
pre-war d>bts and admit the general 
principle of compensation for foreign 
property, there was a temporary effort 
on the part of the non-Russian delegates 
to create the impression that the Rus- 
sians had yielded materially. 

When the non-Russian delegates met 
in the afternoon, however, to examine 
Litvinoff’s proposals further, there was 
es decided objection to submitting these

One of the results of this meeting was 
the adoption of a cryptic resolution, in- 
troduced by Baron Avezzano, Italy, 
which was so puzzling that nobody but 
the delegates, and probably not all of 
them, could understand it. Then the 
non-Russian delegates decided to hold a 
final plenary meeting at 3 o'clock to- 
morrow afternoon to receive the reports 
of the three subcommissions and bring 
the conference to a final close.

FLYING OVER GREAT WALL 





Forced Landing Is Made Among 
Jagged Mountains After Dis- 
abling of the Engine. 


PEKING, July 19 (Associated Press). 
—Edwin Denby, Secretary of the Navy, 
narrowly escaped death here this after- 
noon in an airplane accident. He was 
flying at.a height of 4,000 feet over the 
Great Wall, when the engine of the air- 
plane broke down. The machine was 
demolished in landing, but Mr. Denby 
was uninjured. 

The airplane belonged to the Chinese 
Government and had seen service in the} 
recent fighting between Generals Wu} 
Pei-fu and Chang Tsoslin. Secretary 
| Denby, however, emphasized the fact | 
\that he had tnade the flight at his own 
suggestion, and that he did not go as the 
guest of the Peking Administration. 

The forced landing, made in the heart 
of the hills traversed by the Great Wall, 
was a thrilling one, after a spectacular 
flight in which a high altitude was 
reached to avoid the mountain tops.

Say Proposal Is Withdrawn. 


When M. Litvinoff and his associates 
learned of the action of the Europeans, 
they declared the Russian declaration 
was automatically withdrawn by .the 
failure of the other delegates to wait 
geven days for Moscow’s action,and that 
the Russians now felt free to make sep- 
arate agreements with the various Gov- 
ernments as occasion might offer. Col- 
lective bargaining never appealed strong- 
ly to the .wloscow Government, accord- 
ing to Litvanorf, and now the coast was 
clear for dealing with individual nations.

Vienna Has a Panic and Shops Close 
As Workers Protest Rise in Bread Price

VIENNA, July 19:—An amazing panic 
swept over Vienna this morning, alarm- 
ing many foreign visitors and bringing 
all business to a standstill. 

Its origin, except as a symptom, was 
comparatively trifling. Having read in 
early editions of the newspapers that 
the price of bread had been officially 
raised 60 per cent. in a week, the work- 


ers in a factory laid down their tools 
and formed a procession with red flags 
marching to Parliament. 

News of their coming had precedea 
them. When the news reached the Cen- 
tral Market the buyers fled. Meat was 
rushed back to cold storage and within 
ten ininutes the huge building was 
empty. 

The panic spread and received light- 
ning impetus. Shops put up their iron 
shutters, hotels were barricaded and the 
entrances to cafés were ciosed. Within 
half an hour the capital had the out- 
ward aspect of a besieged city, empha-

Mine Meant for Sun Yat-sen 
Shakes American Destroyer 


CANTON, China, July 19 (Asso- 
ciated Press).—A floating mine, evi- 
dently intended to blow up the, Chi- 
nese cruiser Wingfung, on which 
Sun Yat-sen, deposed President of 
South China, is making his head- 
quarters, exploded in the harbor to- 
day within fifty feet of the United 
States destroyer Tracy. The Tracy 
was shaken, but is said to be un- 
damaged. The mine, which. is be- 
lieved to have been dropped. from a 
passing sampan, went off prema- 
turely, 200 feet from the Wingfung. 

A few days ago Sun Yat-sen de- 
clared that he had advices that Yip 
Kue, commander in Canton of the 
troops of Chen Chiung-ming, who 
overthrew Sun, intended to attack 
the Wingfung and seize Sun. Ac- 
cordingly, the deposed President's 
flagship was surrounded with a 
barbed-wire barricade and the wire 
charged with electricity as a meas- 
ure of defense. 

Today's abortive attempt to bomb 
Sun is the first reported move made 
against him since he sailed into the 
harbor a week ago with his flotilla.

Her dignified 
appearance, her noble manner and, 
above all, her extraordinary resemblance 
to the Empress, soon caused it to’ be 
bruited about the neighborhood that it 
was she indeed and that she had escaped 
miraculously from death. Soon, the con- 
vent began to receive. an abundance of 
gifts from the richer peasants. -Claudia 
acquired complete ascendénce. over the 
nuns, to whom she is said to have im- 
parted that not only was she the Czar’s 
wife, but that the Crown Prince Alex 
and his young sister also had escaped 
and soon would join her. Sure enough, 
a month later there turned up a hand- 
some boy whom the ‘“‘ Empress’’ wel- 
comed with a transport of maternal af- 
fect. )To escape the surveillance of the 
authorities the boy dressed in. girl’s 
clothing and was entered in the convent 
books as a.novice. 


Their Hiding Place a Mecca. 


The generosity of the “ faithful’ In- 
creased accordingly as news of the new 
arrival was whispered about, and when 
the ‘‘ Czar’s youngest daughter’’ also 
appeared gifts poured upon the convent, 
which became the objective of a secret 
but assiduous pilgrimage. 

The affair) finally reached the ears 
of the authorities, who promptly ar- 
rested the three distinguished refugees 
and took them to Pensa for trial. So 
widely was the story belleved by then 
that, with the connivance of their 
jailer, ‘they managed to escape. 

For no less’ than three years direct 
trace of them was lost, although it was 
known that they were moving secretly 
trom place to place, giving rise.to con- 
tinual agitation. The reason they were 
able to remain hidden so long was that 
both women posed as wandering pil- 
gsrims of a type very common in the 
Russian countryside. They only re- 
vealed their ‘‘ true identity ’’’ to a se- 
lect few of ultra religious or monarchist 
tendencies. ‘ 

Finally, in May of this year, the

CHICAGO, July 19.—All efforts to 
bring about peace between the railroads? 
and their striking shopmen have failed, 
Chairman Hooper of the Labor Board 

announced tonight. 

*‘ As there does not seem to be any 
probability of reconciling the antipodal 
views of the carriers and the men on | 
the question at issue, the Labor Board 
and none of its members are now én- 
Baged in-any further efforts .along this 
line,” Mr. Hooper’s statement said. 

A statement issued by the railroad 
executives at the same time Says: 

“* Chairman Hooper of the Labor 
Board has held informal conferénces 
with some railway executives, but these 
have had no results and are now at 
an end.” : 

The ‘‘ question at issue ’’ referred to 
ard Chairman, the 
statements agreed, was that of restor- 
ing full seniority rights to. the 360,600 
shopmien now on strike. They said that 
other points of difference had been’ dis- 
posed of, but that this one proved a- 
stumbling block. 

Board Member Urges Reinstatement. 


A. O. Wharton, oné of the three labor 
members of the Railroad Board, sub- 
mit.ef an outline of the unions’> stand 
on the question of the seniority rights, | 
and this was incorporated in Chairman 
Hooper's statement as follows: 

“Briefly, the Federated Shop Crafts’ 
position is that any settlement of the|

‘“‘1. Restoration of the men involved 
to their status as employes as of the 
date prior to stoppage of work. 

**2. That the great majority of these 
men: are permanently located and are | 





more desirable empioyes than those who! 
have been employes since stoppage of 
work. 

“3. That it will be an unusual po- 
sition, and one which it is not believed 
to be justifiable, if the carriers in this | 
case adopt an attitude denying the re- 
quest of the organization in this re- 
spect when by so doing they prevent 
the possibility of a settlement. 

i¢ 4, No organization heretofore has| 
been called upon or expected to sacrifice | 
all accumulated rights of years of ser- 
vice in situations of a similar character. 

“5. That this action on the part of 
the carriers will place full responsibility | 
of a continuation of the strike with in- 
evitable consequence resulting there- 
from.” 

Balanced against the foregoing is the 
statement of the executives, which in 
this connection reads in part: 

‘‘ Seniority is based on length of con- | 
tinuous service, and determines who has | 
the right to work. On most railways | 
there are not enough places now for all 
the men employed and all who struck. 
If. therefore, the strikers should all be 
allowed to go back to work with their 
former’ seniority rights, many of the} 
Men now at work would have to be laid 
off. Furthermore, in periods when shops 
are not being run to their capacity the 
position on the seniority list. determines 
what mien shall be kept and what men 
laid off. ‘The position on the seniority 
ist carries with it other rights and | 
privileges, but the foregoing are the | 
most important now’ involved. 

‘Not only justice, but the public in- |} 
terest, demands that in any settlement | 
of the strike the seniority rights of men 
who: are now working shall be recog-! 
nized. If those who have struck against 
the decisions of the Labor Board and 
tried. to interrupt transportation are fa- | 
vyored in any settlement that may be | 
made, the incentive of men to stay at} 
work in case of future strikes will be | 
destroyed and the difficulty of main-| 
taining | transportation service in- | 
creased,’

Texts of Governors’ Replies. 


WASHINGTON, July 19 (Associated 
Press).—The following replies from Gov- 
ernors of coal producing States who 
were called on yesterday by President 
Harding to co-operate with the Federal 
Government in protecting mines at which 


operations are resumed were received 
today: ' 


‘Governor Allen of Kansas. 


Have read your telegram with great 
interest and congratulate you upon the 
decisiveness with which you have taken 
hold of the situation. It-ought to pro- 
duce good results’ in the nation. — In 
Kansas immediately prior to the cessa- 
tion of mining on April 1, the Court of 
Industrial Relations made a temporary 
order permitting the continuation of the 
old wage scale and working conditions 
for a period of thirty days to enable 
miners and operators to begin and if 
possible, conclude ncgotiations for new 
contracts. The operators did nat object 
jto such orders and offered to com- 
fmence negotiations immediately. The 
miners’ leaders declined the benefits of 
such order, The cOurf then directed the 
operators to resume mining for the pur- 
pose of meeting the Kansas demands as 
it arose guaranteeing protection to their 
miners and ‘their properties, The opera- 
tions were resumed upon a scale which 
for several weeks had produced 50 per 
cent. of the normal average output of 
the Kansas field and is now doing bet- 
ter than that and all Kansas needs are 
being met both as to domestic and in- 
dustrial fuel. The number of miners 
increases daily.

Governor Morrison of North Carolina.

BALTIMORE, Md., July 19.—The text 
of Governor Ritchie's telegram in reply 
to President Harding’s proposal follows: 
Your telegram advising me of the fafl- 
ure of Federal authority to adjudicate 
peacefully the coal strike and. asking 
that I invite Maryland coal operators to 
resume mining with assurances and un- 
der the protection of what in this State 
;}can only mean the State militia, and 
offering what I assume means Federal 
;} armed forces to help, if necessary, in 
| maintaining law and order here, has 
received my immediate and thoughtful 
attention. 


For the purpose of basing my decision 
on the very latest information concern- 


ing the situation in Maryland I have 
today checked up on condition, and I 
find the situation in this State to be sub- 
stantially as follows: 

1. The Georges Creek mining district 
has been shut down since April 1. 1922. 

2. The upper Potomac mining district 
continues partial operations, but is 
handicapped by the railroad strike, 
;which prevents coal being movéd from 
the mine. 

These are the only two mine opera- 
itions in Maryland. Representatives of 
}the operators in these d‘stricts have told 
|me that they desire a few days to con- 
isider whether your invitation to them 
jto resume work is a proper and practi- 
jcable one from their point of view, but 
}at the same time they have told me that 
jrnining coal at present is impossible un- 
jless the railroad strike is immediately 
jsettled and sufficient cars provided to 
;move the coal regularly and normally 
ijfrom the mines and to the ordinary 
|points of distribution. 

While the operators are thus consider- 
jing your proposal, I feel it my duty to 
|}do the same with the object of deciding 
|for my State whether what you outline 
is, from the point of view of Maryland, 
| the action which the final analysis will 
|be the best for the people of Maryland, 
{not overlooking, of ccuise, the common 
‘welfare of the nation. 

| The traditions of this State are those 
of a people who have settled such mat- 
ters as these without the aid of bayo- 
nets and rifles. It is nearly thirty years 
since our militia has been used for a 
| purpose of this kind, and I do not feel, 
| even in the face of Federal failure, that 
| I should immediately agree with your 
| assumption that this failure is so com- 
| plete that when the problem fs turned 
back to each State, I should without 
further and more mature consideration 
give assurance which might lead to fill- 
ing the mine regions of Maryland with 
|; armed troors. 

l am fully eonscious of the responsi- 
bility which Maryland must share be- 
cause of her coal deposits in helping to 
| supply the nation with fuel, but IL feel 

that at this time I should not subscribe 

to the assumption that all things else 
| have failed, and that the various States 
ij} must give assurance now which might 
|} lead them to take up arms against their 
| own people. The presence of troops is 
| often not the assurance of security, but 
| the provocation of serious trouble, 

| While we of Maryland, facing a new 
situation which you turn back to us, 
consider with all due gravity what you 
| propose, I venture to urge with the 
| greatest respect that you renew your 
| efforts to adjust in a proper and peace- 
iful way both the railroad strike and 
| the coal strike, so that the country. will 
| be provided with fuel by methods which 
better befit our republic and which will 
make for a lasting settlement instead of ! 
the doubtful proposition of an armed 
camp at each mine. 

I have no sympathy for lawlessness, 
and it will be my earnest aim and en- 
deavor to be of help to you in this 
trying hour. By conference and other- 
wise I shall attempt to influence those 
of Maryland concerned in the situation 
te submit to Federal adjudication.

Governor Instructs 55 Sheriffs on 
Maintaining Order. 


CHARLESTON, W. Va., July 19.—The 
utmost vigilance and activity to keep 
organized violence at a minimum was 
urged upon Sheriffs of the fifty-five 
counties of West Virginia by Governor 
Morgan in a:letter sent today in which 
he asked that they use ail their re- 
sources in conformity with the requests 
of the President. Assurance of full co- 
operation by State. authorities, and 
praise for activity of local authorities 
heretofore- in suppressing disorders also 
were given in the letter, which con- 
cluded with a promise to call Federal 
assistance if necessary.

79 NOW UNDER ARREST | 
FOR WEST VIRGINIA RAID 


Prosecutor Saye New Prisoners 
Made ‘Startling Revelations’ — 
—Another Body Found. 


WELLSBURG, W. Va., July 19 (As- 
sociated Press).—The number of recov- 
ered dead in the gun battle at the Clifton 
mine at Cliftonville of Monday morning 
was tonight brought to five when Deputy 
Sheriff Herb Allen located the body of 
a man who had been shot twice, in a 
field about half a mile from the spot 
where Sheriff H, H. Duval fell. The 
field is back of the mine and in the 
direction of the Washington Pike. It 
is still believed that there are other bod- 
ies in the ruins of the tipple. 

The body was viewed by Coroner J. 
B. Walkshaw and ~brought to the 
morgue here. Twenty-one new arrests 
Were made tonight in connection witn 
the round-up of those suspected of hav- 
ing taken part in the fight. This brings 
the total of the men in custody to sev- 
enty-nine. 

R.. T. Stout, a farmer, 
Chester, who live near the 
mine, where Sheriff Duval and others 
met death, were arrested today and 
brought to Wellsburg for questioning in 
connection with the fighting. 

After questioning the men Prosecuting 
Attorney W. M. Wilkin declared they 
were ‘‘ most important witnesses’’ for 
the State. While he could not divulge 
the evidence they gave, he said they 
were in close touch with the situation 
before the fight started and made some 
‘‘ startling revelations.’’ They will be 
questioned again, after which it will be 
decided whether they are to be held in 
jail pending the Grand Jury investiga- 
tion on Aug. 14. 

The inquest into the fight was ad- 
jJourned until Friday morning after two 
witnesses were heard. Deputy Sheriffs 
Irvin Mazingo and George Cree, who 
saved the mine power ‘house from de- 
struction, told of the part they took in 
the battle. Mazingo, who was wounded 
in the mouth, told a thrilling story of 
the fight and said he believed the death 
list would be increased when a complete 
search of the burned tipple was made. 

Mazingo, his head swathed in band- 
ages, told of the bomb explosion and 
signal rockets before the fight started. 
He and Cree were stationed in the 
power house, he said, and when the as- 
sault was made a force rushed that 
building. Mazingo said he and Cree 
held the assailants off, ‘but not before 
he was shot. He told of one assailant, 
eartying an. American_flag, who, he 
said, fell into the burriing tipple. He 
killed the man who shot him, and Cree 
used the body as a shield, he said. Cree 
told a similar story. 

Prisoners brought to the county jail 
today were questioned by Sheriff Tom 
Duval. They. told him, Duval said, that 
the march on the Cliftonville mine was 
decided on at a meeting in the Avella 
Pa.) miners’ hall at 9 o'clock Sunday 
night, and that the decision was greeted 
with a great shout, and those present 
left the hall with an American flag at 
their head. Later, the Sheriff said they 
told him, a meeting was held at the 
baseball park, and men were sent out 
to round up others for the march. 

Sheriff Duval sent twenty prisoners, 

handcuffed and chained together, to 
Wheeling this morning. 
- Late yesterday two men with a wa- 
gon appeared at Cliftonville, the scene 
of the battle of Monday morning, took 
down all the tents of the miners’ colony 
and drove away.

Anthracite Operators Wait. 

PHILADELPHIA, Pa., July 19.—An- 
thracite mine workers and _= operators 
were today awaiting with the keenest 
interest the outcome of President Hard- 
ing’s invitation to the bituminous mine 
owners to resume operations where their 
mines are suspended. Among the oper- 
ators and union leaders in the hard 
coal fields it is expected no change in 
the anthracite situation will corne until 
the soft coal strike shows a definite 
trend toward peace or a _ prolonged 
struggle. 

There is no present intention of the 
anthracite operators to open their mines, 
so far as it can be learned. Not a 
pound of coal is being cut in the 500 
miles of anthracite territory and the 
production is about 25,000,000 tons be- 
hind the normal output for the présent 
coal year. 

In the anthracite fields no coal can be 
cut except by licensed miners, wh. must 
have two years’. experience in a hard 
coal mine before they can vbtain a cer- 
tificate of efficiency, according to a 
State law. There are between 40,000 and 
50,000 of these men, and nearly all of 
them are members of the union or follow 
its actions. The other 100,000 mine 
workers, largely unionized, cannot work 
if the men who cut the coal are idle.

STEEL PRODUCTION 


Blast Pavsaves Shat Down and| 
More to Close for Lack 


Delay in settlement of the and | 
railroad strikes is having a pronounced | 
effect the and industry 
where production of pig iron and steel } 
is being further curtailed. Three large | 
blast furnaces in the Youngstown dis- 
trict were shut down this past week, | 
and the Bessemer steal department of| 
the Republic Iron and Steel Company} 
has shut down. In addition, a steel blast | 
furnace at Warren, Ohio, was shut 
down, according to the Iron Age, also} 
one at Steubenville, Ohio. At Cleveland} 
the McKinney Steel Company has banked | 
a blast furnace, and at two Cleveland | 
steel plants five open-hearth furnaces} 
are down. Cherry Valley furnace at 
Leetonia, Ohio, will probably go out this 
week. In Eastern Pennsylvania two 
Bethlehem blast furnaces have been 
compelled to bank. 

Commenting on conditions in the Pitts- 
burgh district, the journal says “all 
furnaces and steel works active last} 
week have kept going, but steel works 
and rolling mills have been hampered 
by delays in-coal delivery and some 
mills have fallen further behind on} 
‘orders. Railroad congestion and labor 
shortage’in several shops around Pitts- 
burgh have hindered shipments in and 
out. In other Pennsyivania districts 
congestion of freight .cars at junction 
points is causing trouble. West Vir- 
ginia and Kentucky coal roads have 
been further crippled.’’ 


The situation is causing considerable

FEDERATION APPEALS

Gompers and Associates Call the

WASHINGTON, July 19.—An appeal 
was issued today by the executive coun- 
eil of the American Federation of 
Labor ‘‘to all workers everywhere to 
support the railroad workers in their 
efforts to secure a just settlement of the 
railroad shop trades dispute."’ 

The appeal, which was issued by 
unanimous vote of the executive coun- 
cil and over the signatures of all mem- 
bers of the council, including Samuel 
Gompers, Federation President, has 
been.forwarded to every labor organi- 
zation in the United States, to every 
labor publication, and to all organizérs 
of the Federation, it was announced at } 
Federation headquarters. 

The appeal reads: 

We call upon working people every- 
where and upon. all Americans who 
love justice to sustain the cause of the 
railroad workers who have ceased work 
as .their only remaining method of 
protest against an. injustice - which 
must rank as one of the most repre- 
hensible which any American indus- 
trial or political institution has ever 

sought to impose. 

No workman, whether a member of 
a union or not, will, if he is possessed 
of true American manhood, engage in 
any work formerly done by men now 
on strike. 

No man now on strike will, if he is 
true to the cause, conduct himself in 
any but. a.law-abiding manner. 

The cause for which the workers are 
contending is worthy of every just and 
proper effort that can be put forth in 
its behalf. 

Let there be a determination and a 
solidarity which shall, at the same 
time, bring victory in the present 
struggle and serve notice upon reac- 
tionary employers and financial in- 
terests everywhere that there is to be 
no return to autocratic, despotic meth- 
ods in American industrial life.

Masked Men Beat Fifty Workers 
at Concord, N. H.—Road 
Asks for Troops. 


ROCHESTER MAN IS BEATEN 


Ten Other States Witness Violence 
—Kidnappings, Assaults and 
Attempts at Sabotage. 


CONCORD, N. H., July 19.—A strong 
force of police, backed by reinforce- 
ments from Manchester, tonight stood 
guard over the Boston & Maine Rail- 
road shops here, where last night a 
group of men, masked and armed with 
rifles and revolvers, attacked fifty 
workers as they were sleeping, beat 
them and attempted to drive them out of 
town. 

Governor Albert O. Brown announced 
that he would decide tomorrow whether 
he would call out State troops to re- 
store order. 

At a lengthy conference today 
tended by the Governor, the Mayor, 
Chief of Police and representatives of 
the railroad the Boston & Maine made 
a definite demana on the city’s forces 
for the protection of its workers. Mayor 
Henry Ek. Chamberlain replied that the 
police force was inadequate for this 
duty and called upon the Governor to 
call out the National Guard. Pending 
the Governor's decision, six policemen 
and two officers were borrowed from 
the Manchester force. 

According to the story told by railroad 
men at the conference, five armed and 
masked men late last night entered a 
building where men employed to take 
the place of striking shopmen were 
sleeping and ordered forty of the men 
to leave. The workers, some of them 
in night attire, were marched away from 
the building. Many of them broke away 
from the line, but a dozen weer driven 
to the town line and told to ‘‘ keep on 
going.”’ 

One man, 65 years old, the railroad men ! 
said, tripped and fell. He was kicked 
and otherwise maltreated and left lying 
by the roadside. Another man broke 
away and ran into the woods, Five shots 
were fired at him as he made for cover.

STRIKE SLOWS SERVICE 
ON SEVERAL ROADS 


Two Hundred and Forty-Seven 
Trains Are Canceled and 


Others Reduced. 


CHICAGO, July 19 (Associated Press). | 
—The railroad shopmen’s strike, nine- 
teen days old, is beginning to be fen 
throughout the country in a gradual 
slowing up of schedules and the can- 
cellation or combination of trains, to 
save equipment. 

Fifteen railroad centres in the Middle 
and’ Far West reported today that 247 
trains had been or were about to be 
canceled. The Southwest, from St. Louis 
to Texas points, appears to be hardest 
hit. 

Combined with the rail strike, the coal 
strike also is entering into the trans- 
portation question. Railroad stocks wer> 
depleted when the shopmen struck, and 
with the curtailment of freight service 
several roads are hard pressed for coal 
to keep their engines running.

textile manufacturers had refused to} 
submit the issues in the present textile 
strike to the State Board of Concilia- 
tion and Arbitration.

carriers which had arbitrarily changed 
the wages and working conditions of the 
employes represented by said seven. or- 
ganizations, by means of the contract 
system, in violation of the Railroad 
Labor Board’s decisions, should with- 
draw from this practice. This applied 
to only a few roads, as the others had 
heretofore announced their willingness 
to cancel such contracts. The principal 
of those that have not yet made such 
announcement are the Erie and West- 
ern Marylnad. 

‘* Second—That the authority granted 
by the Transportation act to the carriers 
and their employes to set up an adjust- 
ment board or boards to be exercised by 
the establishment of a national adjust- 
ment board, with the entire jurisdiction 
authorized by said act, namely, the hear- 
ing of all disputes except those affecting 
wages. 

‘*Third—That the employes involved in 
the strike proceed in conformity with the 
Transportation act in the settlement of 
rules and wages, seeking 
from the Railroad Labor Board a re- 
hearing of the recent wage decision and 
promptly submitting the seven disputed 
rules to the adjustment board, with the 
statutory right of appeal to the Labor 
Board. 

‘* Fourth—The carriers to withdraw or 
dismiss all lawsuits growing out of the 
strike. 

‘Kifth—All men now on strike, those 
laid off, furloughed or on leave of ab- 
sence to be returned to work and their 
former positions, with seniority and 
other rights unimpaired.”’ 

As a method for securing a conference 
fully representing the carriers and the 
employes concerned, it was contemplated 
that the Railroad Labor Board should 
call a hearing for that purpose, Mr. 
Hooper said. . 

Mr. Hooper, discussing the negotia- 
tions, said he had submitted the- propo- 
sition to several railway executives with 
the agreement that if a tentative agree- 
ment could be reached it was to be sub- | 
mitted to other executives. Mr. Hooper 
said he understood the program had 
been laid before a large number of 
executives. ; 

‘My investigation of the attitude of 
the carriers has convinced me,” his} 
statement said, ‘‘that no serious ob- 
stacle is to be found in any of the items 
above*enumerated, except the fifth.’’ 

Only sixteen of 201 Class 1 roads had 
entered into the contracting of shop 
work, and most of them have now dis- 
continued it, his statement continued,

and added that ‘‘ the great majority of | 
the carriers would be pleased to see the | 
few remaining roads withdraw from it.’’ 


No Peace With Restored Rights. 


The carriers raised no objections to re- 
opening the wage decision and the dis- 
pute regarding seven protested rules, he 
said, and declared that ‘‘ the foregoing 
disposition of contracts, wages and 


rules would remove from conflict all 
three of the questions upon which strike 
votes were taken.’’ 

Regarding adjustment boards, Mr. 
Hooper said many roads are willing to 
have regional boards, some are willing 
to have a national adjustment board 
and some favored boards on each indi- 
vidual road. ‘‘ An agreement of some 
sort could doubtless be reached upon 
this matter,’’ he said, 

“At  present,’’ the statement con- 
tinued, ‘‘ there is no possibility of an 
agreement on the reinstatement of 
striking employes with all rights re- 
stored.’’ 

The carriers contended, he said, that 
when the men struck the carriers owed 
to themselves and the public the duty of 
continuing the operation of the trains 
for the transportation of freight, pas- 
sengers and mails. In doing this, Mr. 
Hooper said, the carriers endeavored to 
replace the men who quit the service, 
and asserted that they promised effi- 
cient men permanent employment and 
fair treatment after the strike is over, 
and cannot recede from these obliga- 
tions. ‘‘ They also state,’’ Mr. Hooper 
continued, ‘‘ that to give the returning 
strikers preference over the men now 
employed would merely encourage the 
recurrence of strikes.’’ 

The carriers, he said, have promised 
to employ men who have been out on 
strike if they have not been guilty of 
breaches of peace and the destruction of 
property, but refused to give them 
seniority oVé™ those who have remained 
at work. 

‘‘ Personally,’”’ the statement said, ‘‘ I 
had hoped that some agreement might 
be reached that would result in the re- 
sumption of work by men now on strike. 
This question is not before the Labor 
Board at this time, but is one between 
the carriers and the employes.” ~ 

Mr. Jewell, when informed at strike 
headquarters of the statements of 
Chairman Hooper and the _ railroad 
executives, refused to comment on them.

WASHINGTON, July 19.—Following 
the presentation today to President 
Marding by a delegation of a petition 
for the release of all persons still im- 
prisoned for violation of wartime laws, 
the following statement was issued from 
the White House: 

“Jn reply to a delegation seeking 
genéral amnesty for all political pris- 
oners the President stated that he could 


O 


not bring himself to grant general ain- 
nesty until he knew that all prisoners 
held under the war act had only com- 
mitted strictly war offenses; that he 
was giving consideration to the cases; 
that he had instructed the Department 
of Justice to expedite reports in all these 
cases, but that he would never, as long 
as he was President, pardon any crim- 
| inal who was guilty of preaching the 


destruction of the Government by foree.”’ |- 


The President was said to have told 
the delegation that each case would be 
considered separately and that all would 
be reviewed within the next sixty days. 
Nearly 100 persons are“ still in prison 
for war law violations. In explaining 
his. opposition to general amnesty the 
President was said to have taken the 
position that all cases were not on an 
equal footing, as some of the persons 
convicted were charged with advocacy 
of violence. 

Mr. Harding was quoted as having re- 
marked that he was deeply sympathetic 
with those still serving sentences and 
their families, but could not permit his 
heart to dictate a policy that woul 
result in liberation of all prisoners at 


one time. 

While the delegation waited on ‘the 
President a number of women picketed 
the west entrance of the White House, 
with banners calling on the President 
to take action. 

Approximately a million signatures 


were attached to the petition one delega-' 


tion presented. was circulated by 
the General Defense Committee of Chi- 
cago. Members of the delegation in- 
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sluded Morris Hillquit of New York, 
Mrs. Robert La Follette, wife of the 
Senator from Wisconsin; J. A. H. Hop-

DOUBT STATE’S GOOD FAITH 


Echo of Shooting Case in Motion 
by Mrs. Bela §. Black for 
Alimony. 


Allan R. Campbell of counsel for 
Walter S. Ward, at liberty in $50,000 
bail on the charge of killing Clarence 
E. Peters, obtained. an order yesterday 
from Presiding Justice Abel Blackmar 
in the Appellate Division in Brooklyn 
which may end the “ conspiracy” in- 
quiry being conducted by Supreme Court 
Justice Joseph Morschauser. <A few 
hours before the defense lawyer exe- 
cuted his legal move, however, Justice 
Morschauser indicated that he had de- 
cided to suspend the 
definitely. 

The order signed by Justice Blaékmar 
Was served on Justice Morschauser and 
District Attorney Weeks at White Plains 
shortly before 6 o'clock. {t is an order 
directing them to show cause why a writ 
of prohipition should not be issued, pro- 
hibiting them from continuing their in- 
vestigation into Mr. Weeks s caarge that 
George S. Ward, father of the accused, 
and ‘‘divers others’’ conspired to de- 
feat the ends of justice. it is returnable 
in the Appellate Division tomorrow 
morning. 

Mr. Campbell, in his petition for the 
order, asserted that newspaper reporters 
had been shown copies of the ccnspiracy 
complaint, but that he had been refused 
an opportunity to read it. .He said that 
the State had no facts to support the 
charge of conspiracy and declared that 
the subpoenas issued by Justice Mor- 
@echauser were void.

Humiliated, Black Says. 


The papers were filed in opposition 
to a motion for alimony and counsel 


fees made by Mrs. Margaret A. Black, 
to whom he was married on Sept. 4, 
1910. Mrs. Black’s name appeared in 
Ward stories early in the case, but the 
entry of her name, Mrs. Black explained 
in affidavits anmexed to her motion, 
was due solely to the fact that she had 
once met Walter S. Ward and other 
members of the bread manufacturers 
mily. 
a Black, who is mueh younger than 
her husband, was for a while in the 
*“* movies.”” In her complaint she ac- 
euses her husband of being jealous for 
mo cause, and said that he had once 
thrown a soda-water glass at her. The 
couple separated on Dec. 3, 1920, ac- 
cording to Mrs. Black’s complaint, and 
for a time her husband sent her $85 
@ week, finally reducing it to $30 a 
week. On May 16, 1922, the payments 
ceased altogether, and Mrs. Black ex- 
pressed the opinion in her papers that 
the cause was the mention of her name 
fn the newspaper stories of the Ward 
case, in which Mrs. Black protested 
that she had not the slightest interest. 
Frederick E. Goldsmith, attorney for 
Black, told Supreme Court Justice 
Mitchell L. Erlanger that his client had 
been a good dhusband, and said that the 
mention of the plaintiff's name in con- 
nection with the Ward proceedings had 
caused him humiliation. Justice Er- 
lafiger denied the motion for $150 a 
week alimony and $2,V000 counsel! fees.

DENOUNCED BARON)

Nerse Kelly Attacks Inventor's 
Widow, Now Baroness 
d’Erlanger. : 


Much of the testimony of Elizabeth 
E. Kelly, a trained nurse, at her trial 
yesterday in General Sessions on an in- 
dictment charging her with the theft | 
of an $800 diamond ring from the home 


of David R. Lamont, a banker, was; 
an attack on the Baroness d’Erlanger, 
widow of Peter Cooper Hewitt. Miss! 
Kelly was charged with stealing Mrs. | 
Lamont’s engagement ring while the} 
murse was attending John, the 9-year- 
old son of the banker, who was suffer- 
ing with influenza in his home at 220 
West Ejighty-second Street. 

She was a nurse in Mr. Hewitt’s home 
in Paris when he died about a year ago, 
and afterward instituted a,suit in the 
Paris courts for $250,000 accusing the 
widow and two others of slandering 
her by complaining to the police that 
she had stolen $50,000 in gems from the 
Hewitt home. She told Judge Mancuso 
and the jury that the Paris police had | 
exonerated her, and then declared that 
at the time Mrs. Hewitt told her she 
would ‘‘ crush” her. 

In recounting incidents in the Paris 
house before Mr. Hewitt's death, Miss 
Kelly declared that when Mr. Hewitt 
was dying she heard him “ denounce a 
man named Erlanger, who had—been 
a sort of a private companion in the 
Hewitt household.”’ Attacking the 
widow she said: y 

‘*T have got proof that Mrs. Hewitt 
went to the American Embassy in Paris 
and said that I sold Mr. Hewitt’s patent 
papers to the Japanese Government. She 
was determined to crush me. On March 
® last ‘rs. Hewitt told me that she 
knew of my passion for pawning jew- 
elry, knew that I knew what poverty 
meant, and again told me she would 
crush me.”’ 

The indictment charged that Miss 
Kelly stole the engagement ring from 
the mont home in December, 1918. In 
denying that she knew anything. about 
the theft, Miss Kelly told the jury that 
the charge was brought against her in 
an-attempt to defeat her suit against 
the Baronezs. During her trial a woman 
acquaintance of the nurse testified that 
ghe loaned Miss Kelly $450, after she 
had received a pawn ticket from the 
nurse on which she later redeemed a 
diamond engagement ring, which was 
identified as Mrs..Lamont’s gem when 
the witness sought to have it appraised 
‘at Tiffany's. 

Assistant District Attorney Lazarus 
showed the witnesses several articles of 
ewelry which Miss Kelly admitted she 
ae pawned. She declared, however, that 
the engagement ring that Mr. and Mrs. 

mont had identified was her mother's, 
he trial will be continued this morning.

HERD AND TAYLOR 
| GET FLYING START 


Veteran British Golfers Score 
Double Victory as Their 
American Tour Begins. 


MOORE AND REITH VICTIMS 


Pros Lose in Morning Round and 
Travers and Bermingham in 
Afternoon at Wykagyl. 


Alexander Herd, more familiarly 
known on the other side as ‘‘ Sandy,” 
and John Henry Taylor, hailed by Brit- 
ish golfers as ‘J. H.,’”’ began their 
American tour auspiciously at the Wy- 
kagyl Country Club yesterday. In the 

| morning the two Britons, whose com- 
bined ages aggregate one hundred and 
five years and who, between tnem, have 
annexed no less than six British opén 
championships, of which Taylor person- 
ally has accounted for five, won a 
tightly contested eighteen-hole encoun- 
ter from Fred Moore and Jimmy Reith, 
professionals. at the New Rochelle Club, 
while in the afternoon they defeated 
the amateur combination of Jerry Trav- 
| ers, former national open and amateur 
champion, and T. V. Bermingham, Wy- 
kagyl Club champion. 

The margin of the two British veter- 
ans against Moore and Reith was 1 up, 
while against the amateurs it was 3 
and 1, 

The morning match was nip and tuck 
from the first hole until the eighteenth, 

| where Taylor clinched matters for him- 
| self and Herd by holing out a long putt 
from the edge of the green after Herd 
had given the youngsters an opening 
by taking three putts at the sixteenth. 
The afternoon match was equally close 
until the turn was reached, after which 
the two veterans, 1 down, took three 
holes in succession, beginning at the 


tenth, and then added the seventeenth 
for good measure. 


Taylor in Fine Form, 


Taylor was the star, winning seveh out 
| of the ten holes taken by himself and 
| Herd. The latter accounted for two and 
|}had a half interest in one. The five- 
time British champion was deadly in his 


putting, sinking many from long dis4 
tances for wins and also saving many 
holes through his unfailing accuracy in 
giving the right touch to four, five and 
six footers. Herd was somewhat off 
with his putter and in the morning round 
he was generally short. 

Although both players are past the 
fifty-year mark, they drove exceedingly 
well, while their short game, while not 
at top form yet, left little to be desired. 
In the morning round they had a best 
ball of 69, while in the afternoon their 
best-ball cards aggregated 70. 

Today they will meet Johnny Farrell, 
Quaker Ridge professional; who finished 
in a tie for eleventh at Skokie last 
week, and Cuthbert Sutchart in an 
eighteen-hole match at the Westchester- 
Biltmore Country Club at Rye.

‘BUTWELL, ARRESTED, 
PERMITTED 10 RIDE 


Jockey, Taken on $25,134 Judg- 
ment, Can Accept Mounts 
at Empire Track. 


Special to The New York Times. 
WHITE PLAINS, N. Y., July 19,—In- 
stead of being confined to the jail limits 
of White Plains, Jimmie Butwell, the 
jockey, who rides for Walter Salmon 
at the Empire City race track, will be 


permitted each day from now until July 
28 to don the silks and jump into the 
saddle. This was stipulated before Jus- 
tice Morschauser, in the Supreme Court 
here today, when Butwell came before 
the Justice on a return of a writ of ha- 
beas corpus. 

Butwell was arrested by deputies of 
Sheriff Werner's staff at the Empire 
track a few days ago, immediately after 
he had ridden his third mount to vic- 
tory. He was-brought to White Plains 
and lodged in the county jail on a body 
execution issued against him. Judgment 
was entered some time ago against the 
jockey in’ New York County for the 
sum of $25,134. 

Butwell was sued by Edward A. McKit- 
terick, a ship broker, of 27 William Street, 
New York City, for personal injuries 
sustained by MciKtterick when he was 
struck by an automobile driven by the 
jockey. McKitterick claims he is crip- 
pled for life. Butwell never answered 
the suit, and judgment was taken by 
default. Lee Parsons Davis, former 
District Attorney, has made a motion, 
returnable tomorrow morning in New 
York County, to reopen the judgment, 
and until this motion is decided, Justice 
Morschauser decided, with the consent 
of the plaintiff, to permit Butwell to 
ride at the Empire track. Ordinarily, 
even though out on §2,000 cash bail, 
Butwell would have to stay within the 
city limits of White Plains or forfeit 
the $2,000 and be rearrested.

WOMEN’S MEET 10 
BE HELD BY A. A. U. 


Special Committee Passes Res- 
olution Favoring Open Com- 
petition Here Sept. 16. 


Preliminary steps looking forward to 
the direction and control of women’s 
athletics in America were taken at a 
meeting of a special committee held at 
the Park Avenue Hotel last night. A 
resolution was adopted to the effect that 
the Metropolitan Association of the A. 


A. U, take control of women’s athletic 
activities within its own district and to 
promote an /athletic field meet either at 
the College of the City of New York 
Stadium or at Macombs Dam Park on 
Sept. 16. The Metropolitan Association 
of the A. A. U,. will issue sanctions to 
clubs to hold games in the future and 
furnish registration cards to contestants 
without fees. : 

The meet will be open to girls sixteen 
years of age and over. Entries will not 
be restricted to the metropolitan ‘dis- 
trict, but will be open to contestants 
from any section of the country. 

Among those who were present at the 
meeting were Frederick W. Rubien, 
President of the Metropolitan Associa- 
tion of the A. A. U., who presided; Mrs. 
Anna Paton of the Morningside Athletic 
Club; Mrs, Adeline Trapp Muhlenberg of 
the New York Women’s Swimming Asso- 
ciation; Mrs. Edna Cole Cizek, handi- 
capper of women’s swimming competi- 
tions of the Metropolitan Association of 
the A. A. U.; John McHugh of the Pub- 
lic Schools Athletic League; Roy Moore 
of the New York Turn Verein, and Dr. 
T. F. Denouley. 

The program will include the following 
events: 50-yard dash, 100-yard dash, 
440-yard relay. race, standing broad 
jump, throwing the baseball, throwing 
the basketball, putting the 8-pound shot, 
and a one-half mile walk. 

It was decided to restrict competitors 
to two events. Among other matters 
taken up at the meeting was the de- 
ciding upon a uniform dress for the 
contestants. 

According to Mr. Rubien, the meeting 
was initiated by the action of the In- 
ternational Federation abroad in taking 
control of women’s athletics. It was 

ointed out that this was only 2 pre- 
foninars move, taken for the purpose of 
stabilizing women’s athletics, which are 
now outside the jurisdiction of any na- 
tional organization. The A. A. U. as @ 
national organization does not recognize 
women’s events at the present time, al- 
though it is possible that this sphere 
of sport will be included at the time of 
the annual meeting. The coming meet, 
however, will be purely under the direc- 
tion of the metropolitan section of the 
national body.

LARCHMONT, N. Y., July 19.—A

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CITY'S HARDEST FIRE 


|OUT AFTER 34 HOURS 


Flames in Warehouse Con- 
‘quered After Tottering Brick 
Walls Are: Battered Down. 


OFFICIALS HASTEN INQUIRY 


Grand Jury Action Is Discussed— 
104 Families Still Kept 
From Their Homes. 


The fire which destroyed the seven- 
story warehouse of the Manufacturers’ 
Transit Company, at 10 to 14 Jane 
Street, running through to West Twelfth 
Street, was under control at 6:15 o’clock 
last night, thirty-four hours after it 
Started. It was the longest and hardest 
fire to fight. here in many years, and 
even after it was subdued last night 
water was still poured on it and fire- 
men were hacking and breaking through 
the walls to make way for more lines 
of hose, 

The exact cause of the fire was still 
somewhat in doubt last night. Despite 
early investigations by District Attor- 
ney Banton and the Fire Marshal, it 
had not been ascertained in the city 
laboratory just what form of magne- 
sium was in the boxes which were seized 
and which were believed to have been 
part of a shipment that exploded. If it 
was flashlight powder, Assistant District 
Attorney Jones said he thought that a 
truck wheel had ignited some that had 
sifted out of boxes on the floor and 
caused the big explosion that blew up 


through the elevator shaft. 

District Attorney Banton sald he was 
principally concerned in attempting to 
tix responsibility for the fire, and said: 

‘*T understand that there was no per- 
mit for storing the stuff, supposed to be 
magnesium, but I haven't got that of- 
fivially as yet.’ 

The powder, whatever it was, had been 
sent to the warehouse by Welsenthai & 
Co. of 565 Broadway, and they had or- 
dered it to be moved to 325 Borden Ave- 
nue, Long Island City, on Thursday. 


Officials te Be 


Mr. Jones said that Edgar Blaxham, 
President, and Thomas W. Burnside, 
| ee of the warehouse company, 
would be questioned today, if possible, 
| and that facts would be presented to the 
Grand July today. 

There were no further fatalities among 
those injured at the fire, and some of 


the firemen were able to leave the hos- 
pital yesterday. 

Mayor Hylan went to the scene of the 
fire again yesterday morning, after a 
visit to St. Vincent’s Hospital where | 
he talked with the injured firemen. He 
said he thought there must have Leen 
explosive materials in the warehouse. 

After a conference with the Mayor 

at City Hall, Fire Commissioner Dren- 
nan said he would turn the results of 
his investigation over to District Attor- 
ney Banton for action. The only per- 
mits issued for the warehuuse by the 
| Fire Department, he said, were for 
paper, rubber goods, Hnoleum and pho- 
nographs. He said that an examination 
of the warehouse receipts showed that 
there were thirty-eight cases of magne- 
sium-flash powder used by photogra- 
phers for which no permit had been 
issued. 

Commissioner Drennan also said that 
the criticism that many lines of hose 
jhad burst was not justified. More 
water was pumped into the fire than 
ever before in the history of the depart- 
ment, ‘the records showing that there 
were sixty-four streams going at a pres- 
sure of 179 pounds, pouring a flood of 
| 28,000 gallons a minute for eleven con-

Wall Is Battered Down. 


The bulging Jane Street wall fell yes- 

terday afternoon under the battering of | 
high-pressure streams. That break | 
| opened the front of the building above! 
the second floor, and enabled firemen 
|to shoot water more directly into the 
smoking mass of paper and boxes which 
could be seen from the street. Huge 
clouds of smoke poured out and filled 
the street for several blocks. Chief 
Martin thought the whole front on Jane 
Street would come down in a few hours, 
as sections of wall kept crumbling. 

There were still brisk fires burning in 
nests on the upper floors, and the fire- 
men found much difficulty in getting at 
them. 

At least 104 families were kept from 
their homes last night by the danger of 
falling walls, this being the second night 
they had been forced to find shelter 
elsewhere. Fifty patrolmen and twenty- 
five detectives were stationed all night 
in hallway entrances and on roofs 
guarding the apartments. No one was 
allowed to approach within two blocks 
unless he had business there, and every 
one was searched. The streets around 
the block in which the warehouse stood 
were still flooded yesterday. 

Physicians at St. Vincent’s Hospital 
estimated that 160 persons had been 
cared for there in thirty-six hours of 
continuous duty.

From The Evening World. 

Another fine influence in American 
journalism is completed, but neither lost 
nor ended, in the death of Charles Ran- 
som Miller, editor-in-chief of Tom New 
York TIMES. 

In his seventy-three years Mr. Miller 
graduated from Dartmouth College, 
graduated from The Springfield Repub- 
lican, graduated from the great univer- 
sity of world progress unfolded in the 
events of the last half century. To the 
interpretation of these events he brought 
scholarship, judgment, an instinct for 
political meanings and an unfailing de- 
vation to the larger national purposes 
that outlive politics. 

For nearly forty years director of THE 
TIMES editorial page, Mr. Miller was a 
conspicuous factor in the notable growth 
and expansion of that newspaper. He 
became an editorial writer of widely 
recognized influence and distinction. In 
his later years that influence was none 
the less for being exerted with fewer 
public contacts. Many who never saw 
Mr. Miller and who knew little of him 
personally were in. close and admiring 
touch with his mind and ideals, 

In the help he gave toward maintain- 
ing standards of scholarship, truth and 
dignity in editorial writing, his contri- 


bution to American newspaper-making 
will not be forgotten. 


From The Evening Telegram. 

Charles R. Miller died in harness .'es- 
terday at the age of 73 as editor-in- 
chief of THE NEW York Timms, a place 
to which he had beer. appointed in 1883. 
He joined the staff in 1875. 

In the almost forty years during 
which he had been head of the news- 
paper Mr. Miller not only watched from 
the inside but had been a part of the 
evolutionary changes which came about 
in journalism in the United States, 

Looking back over his professional 
experiences, which began soon after he 
left college, Mr. Miller, in connection 
with the celebration of his seventieth 
birthday, remarked: 

‘““Today the public demands a vast 
volume of news, international in its 
scope, and so presented that it will at- 
tract the eye. Newspapers have learned 
how to treat news more intelligently, 
and that has had the effect of making 
the readérs better informed. This is 
notably true of women, and their de- 
velopment in this respect has been {fn- 
tensified by the news of the great war 
now just ended. Women are now thor- 
oughly informed on great world events, 
and they want to get their news at first 
hand—from the newspapers—and not 
from the male members of their fami- 
lies, as they once did.’’ 

Of a retiring disposition, Mr. Miller 
was not a familiar figure even to news- 
paper men. 

As for the general public, it was only 
when his name appeared as the recipi- 
ent of some honorary degree at a uni- 
versity that attention was focused upon 
him for a moment. 

His wide scholarly attainments and 
knowledge of human affairs at home 
and abroad were united with a natural 
disposition that won for him the corfi- 
dence and affection of his associates. 


From The Globe. 

Charles R. Miller was concealed in the 
anonymity. of the unsigned article dur- 
ing his long career as a journalist, and 
yet for forty years he was editor-in- 
chief of what has become the most sub- 
stantial newspaper success in America. 
This is an indication of the characteris- 
tic modesty of the man. Again, at a 
time when journalism was taking to 
itself some of the arts of the buffoon 
as well as those of the courtesan, THE 
TIMES continued to make its appeal to 
the intelligence and decency of its read- 
ers. Mr. Miller and his associates never 
hesitated to treat an important subject 
seriously and to act upon the assump- 
tlon that scholarship and sound infor- 
mation were.quaiities appreciated by the 
public. As a consequence THE TIMES 
won the respect of the nation, while at 
the same time it became conspicuously 
profitable as a business enterprise. ‘The 
example of this success 80 honorably 
achieved has been a wholesome influence 
generally. 

Under his editorship the editorial page 
of THE TIMES became an exponent of 
conservatism, and often, as in the case 
of woman suffrage, events marched 
beyond the opinions which Mr. Miller 
defended. In the realm of public affairs, 
however, differences of sentiment are 
of the utmost value, especially when im- 
portant issues are discussed with learn- 
ing and with intellectual integrity. Mr. 
Miller brought these fine qualities to 
THE TIMES. For such characteristics the 
man who was so long the editorial head 
of a great newspaper will be rgmem- 
bered.

The career of Charles R. Miller was 
the career of a man of ideals, of char- 
acter and of ability of the first order. 
He stood for no mean.things, and tol- 
erated no compromise With wrong. Out

74 Truers fol- 
lowed the line of its : ctions, and 
Mr. Miller’s editorials were nation-wide 
in their influence in electing Cleveland. 

Facing another crisis in 1896, with 
Bryan stampeding himself into the Dem- 
ocratic Presidential nomination, Mr. 
Miller found himself unable to support 
the candidate of the party whose prin- 
ciples THE TIMES was supporting. It 
was at that time that Adolph Ochs came 
here from Chattanooga and undertook 
a reorganization of the company. Mr. 
Aliller retained his interest as a share- 
holder and his place as editor-in-chief. 

The relationship thus begun a quarter 
of a century ago has been unusual in 
the cordial and whole-hearted co-opera- 
tion that has been maintained unbroken 
between two men of outstanding person- 
ality. It is a high tribute to the fine 
qualities of both. Its results are re- 
flected in the development of THE TIMES 
to its present commanding position. Mr. 
Miller’s death is not merely a loss to 
THE TIMES, it is a loss to the journalism 
of America.

To coun- 
teract all this, associated employers 
have established the National Indus- 
trial Conference Board, the reports of 
which are ably ‘documented and ap- 
parently impartial; but it is not 
strange that labor leaders prefer other 
authorities. A condition is thus 
created which the Labor Board does 
wll to recognize. 

There is, moreover, an ambiguity in 
the Transportation act, under which 
the Labor Board was created. It says 
that in determining wages the board 
shall consider, first, ‘‘ wages paid for 
** similar kinds of work in other in- 
** dustries,’’ and, second, ‘‘ the rela- 
** tion between wages and the cost of 
**living.’’ The standard of ‘ other 
industries’ is largely that of the 
open market for _ labor; when 
the ‘cost of living’’ is invoked, 
the standard is largely that \of the 
theoretical and really indeterminable 
** decent ’’ or ‘‘ American ”’ standard. 
Thus the Labor Board is thrown back 
on its own best judgment. That its 
decisions have been well-informed and 
fair few impartial\ observers’ will 
doubt.

FOREIGN TRADE. 

The totaY of exports and imports 
shows the activity of foreign trade, 
the balance shows the profit or loss. 
If recent years are taken for compari- 
son with the twelvemonth just ended, 
there is'a decrease in both activity 
and profit. But the activity and 
profit of wartimes were provided by 
taxation and expenditure of mortgage 
money. Our foreign trade for the last 
fiscal year shows a decline in imports 
of $1,046,841,236 and a decline of ex- 
ports of $2,746,289,062. 

Despite decreases by the billion, the 
fact remains that our trade stands 
above a normal year. The total of 
our exports and imports for 1921-22 
is $6,377,000,000, against $4,257,- 
000,000 in 1914. Our postwar imports 
are $713,692,453 above the prewar, 
and our exports are larger by $1,405,- 
641,823. There is no threat of a 
flood of imports, and a simple increase 
of imports is no longer so affrighting 
to the timorous and economically illit- 
erate as it was. We have learned that 
he who will not buy cannot sell. 

Our foreign trade is lower than it 
ought to be, though higher than it 
used to be, because there are more 
idlers in the world than at any pre- 
vious normal time, and because the 
war swallowed up the capital which 
imight have gone into cheapening 
goods by increasing production. Last 
year’s foreign trade figures are better 
than they seem, better than might 
| have been expected. They contain an 
implicit promise of a better future, 
when the world turns to production. 


LEFT-OVER WAR DEBTS. 


A striking presentation of what may 
be called the international balance 
sheet of France was lately made by 
the semi-official Temps. By 
schedule of German reparation: pay- 
ments fixed last year, the total is cut 
down to a present value of about $10,- 
000,000,000. Of this sum, France is 
to receive per cent., or, say, 
$5,200,000,000. But what is the amount 
of her debt to England and the United 
States? Some $4,900,000,C000. That

At present this undoubtedly 
would desire some form of long-term 
funding of these debts, which are now 
virtually demand notes. A low rate of 
interest might be fixed. Congress was 
so ill advised as to direct that it must 
be at least 4144 per cent. But this is 
not necessarily binding, as Congress 
exceeded its consfitutional powers in 
thus dictating to the Executive how to 


negotiate a treaty. Some of the debts 





are admittedly uncollectable and will | 


have to be canceled. If the others 
are funded for the time being in bonds 
of long maturity, the opportunity will 
be left to bring out and apply the best 
ultimate judgment of the American 
people regarding the final policy in 
this entire matter. 

.As things are today, in Congress 
and out of it, there is no possibility 
of an act of grace which would wipe 
out the foreign debts, as a whole. But 
this does not mean that Americans 
are, or will always remain, indifferent 
to the moral and international consid- 
erations involved. They do not wish 
to give up what is due them unless 
they can get an equivalent. What is 
that to be? Perhaps the very object 
for which the money was originally 
loaned. When President WILSON put 
** credits ’’ first on the list of our con- 
tributions to the war, it was implied 
that the money was to be poured out, 
as it was, to win the war and to se- 
cure the establishment of’peace. We 
could not fight ‘for it immediately, but 
we could and did provide the sinews

of war. Yet throughout the hope was 
to secure peace for the whole world. 

That purpose is not yet fully 
achieved. It may be that the United 
States could attain it by a wise use 
of the European debts which we hold. 
It is not a case of sponging the slate 
clean of them at once or without con- 
sideration. But if they could be 
gradually and ‘skillfully employed to 
diminish friction between European 
nations, to lead them to disarm, and 
to promote international political and 
economic stability, what better use 
could. be made of the money? 

It will confessedly take a long time 
to convert our politicians to this way 
of thinking. But it is, well early to 
give expression to forward-looking and 
intelligent American opinion on this 
subject. Our debt commissioners 
should bear in mind the possibility 
later on of such an arrangement as 
has been suggested. They should 
leave an opening for it in all-their 
plans. What the United States set out 
to do with its war loans was to help 
toward lasting peace on earth. We 
may yet come to see that the last step 
needed in the process is to forgive the 
debts assumed as the first step.

THE TRUE AND THE GOOD. 


Morality Should Be Based 
Science, Not on Tradition. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

I was interested in Dr. H. Elmer 
Gilchrist’s letter in today’s issue of THE 
TIMES, and would like to offer a reply. 

Dr. Gilchrist complains of a°tendency 
to ‘‘ sneer at tradition and scoff at 
the past’’ without placing something 
definitely better before the mind. Of 
course, sneering and scoffing are some- 
what reprehensible and even stupid; 
nevertheless sneering and scoffing are 
one means of forcing people who are 
steeped in ancient traditions to catch 
up with the present. The average intel- 
ligence held in leash by such traditions 
needs to be freed; the lazy habit of 
accepting everything without thought or 
analytical examination is even more 
reprehensible than sneering and scoffing 
at foolish traditions. 

Dr. Gilchrist asks science to be guided 
by a traditional saying of a traditional 
saint—‘‘ Prove all things; hold fast that 
which is good.’’ Science does not need 
this advice, as it is guided by a better 
axiom; it prefers to ‘‘ prove all things 
and hold fast that which is true.’’ I, 
of course, use the word ‘‘ prove’”’ as I 
suppose Paul used it, i.e., to examine 
and analyze—to try to prove. Actual 
proof is not always easily established. 

If Dr. Gilchrist is interested in the 
improvement of the race, I would sug- 
gest he devote his time to educating 
those people, old or young, who are 
filled with ancient traditions and for- 
mulas. This will be a big task, as it 
applies to about ninety-nine per cent. 
of humanity. Teach them that their 
bodies are not something to be ashamed 

| of—that their sex is not something dis- 

| gusting and sinful. Teach them to use 

| their wonderful brains and hands for the 
; creation of beautiful and useful things 
| instead of for cheating and bargaining

New Meadow Space in the Park. 
To the Editor of The New York Times: 

A few facts in reference to the lower res- 
ervoir in Central Park may be timely. The 
area enclosed by the outer line of the top 
of the embankment is thirty-five acres. At 
the waterline the area is thirty-one acres, 
at the bottom of the reservoir approtimately 
twenty-seven acres. The embankment is 
composed of clay, loam and gravel; it has an 
inner and outer facing of stones laid dry. 
The reservoir occupies the space that would 
be included otherwise between Sixth and Sev- 
enth Avenues and, Seventy-ninth and Eighty- 
sixth Streets. The iowest point at the bot- 
tom is eighty-five feet above sea level; the 
west drive at the southwest corner of the 
reservoir is eighty feet above the sea. 

There was no excavation in building the 
reservoir. Embankments were built. By raz- 
ing them a stretch of open country may .be 
cbtained, limited by the east and west drives, 
an area, I take it, approximating fifty 
acres. The iargest open stretcn today in the 
Park approximates nineteen acres. The fun- 
camental defget,in the Park is its lack of | 
|} open meadow spaces. Its area is 812 acres. 
Washington Park in Chicago is less than 
half the size of Central Park, but has an 
cpen field of 100 acres, which has proved 
one of its most valuable features. 

A hearing is announced’ as shortly 
held to decide whether it is best 
twenty-seven acres cluttered with »uildings 
or fifty acres of open country. The Park 
was designecly built in order that we might 
escape the oppression of buildings.

Breaking College Tradition. 


SWARTHMORE, Pa., July 19.—Sim- 
plicity and modesty in dress by Swarth- 
more College ‘‘co-eds”’ is to be con- 
tinued, despite ‘‘ the trend of modern 
society."” Hundreds of letters are be- 
ing sent by officers of the girls’ student 
government and Miss Ethel Brewster, 
dean of women, to the women applicants 
for admission to the institution next 
Fall emphasizing that this long has 
been a “‘ tradition at Swarthmore,’”’ and 
urging the women students and their 
mothers to uphold and preserve “ this! 
standard.”’ 

‘* We hope especially,’’ the letters add,

the coiffure are not indicative of the 
good taste which college women should 
preserve.”’ 

Dean Raymond Walters said the let- 
ters were, not sent to ameliorate any 
condition at the college. ‘‘ Swarthmore 
has a tradition which must be main- 
tained in the future as it has been in 
the fiast,”” he daclered. ‘‘ If we were to 
admit students regardless of their per- 
sonal qualities, that tradition would be 
threatened.”’ 


TAFT AT QUEBEC HOME. 


Chief Justice Speaks Appreciatively 
of His Reception in Britain. 


QUEBEC, July 19.—Chief Justice and 
Mrs. William Howard Taft, home from 
their visit to England, were resting to- 
day at their Summer home near Murray 
Bay, Quebec. 

The former President, who landed here 
yesterday, said he believed the ‘‘ corner 
had been turned ”’ in British trade con- 
ditions. British business men, he said, 
showed a strong spirit of optimism and 
were attacking post-war problems with 
great courage and industry. 

Mr. Taft spoke appreciatively of the 
welcome he had received. in England, 
where he was entertained by the King 
and Queen and by Premier Lloyd George, 
and received an honorary degree from 
Cambridge University. 

He soon will begin preparation of a 
report on his study of the British law 
code, which was the prime purpose of 
his visit. The report will be submitted 
for guidance in revision of the American 
legal system. 


MAIL CONTRACT ACCEPTED. 


Oceanic Steamship Company WII 
Continue Delivery to Australia. 


WASHINGTON, July 19.—Acceptance 
by the Oceanic Steamship Company of 
San Francisco of the Government’s of- 
fer of renewal of the contract under 
whica the company transports United 
States mails to Australia and other 
South Sea Islands .was received today 
at the Post Office. Department. 

The new contract, which supplants 
that which-expired July 1, will be effec- 
tive for six months. Under it the de- 
partment will pay the company $196,000 
annually for transporting the mails, plus 
$80,000 annually which represents the 
sum it would cost the War Department 
to ship supplies into the territory cov- 
ered by the line. The company, prior 
to expiration of its contract, demanded 
double the old payment, and the Gov- 
ernment was for a time presented with 
the problem of meeting the demand or 
assigning the mail contract to a foreign 
steamship line. 


FEES IN PARIS MUSEUMS. 


Admission Charges Fail to Diminish 
Attendance—Some Free Days Yet. 


PARIS, July 19 (Associated Press).— 
The law enforcing a charge of one franc 
for admission to State museums came 
into force yesterday without diminishing 
attendance. Indeed, there was a greater 
number of visitors than on any recent 
day, although, on account of unfavor- 
able weather, there were fewer than 
had been expected. 

Attendance figures given out today 
were as follows: Louvre, 2,500; Pan- 
theon, 1,200; Ste Chapelle, 1,000; Cluny, 
700, and Luxembourg, 700.

Salt Merchant, Banker and Railroad

William Ayrault Hazard, who was 
often referred to as the greatest au- 
thority on polo in this country, died at 
2 o'clock yesterday afternoon at his 
Summer home, Meadow Hall, Cedar- 
hurst, L. I. No information was given 
by the family as to the nature of his 
illness? but it is recalled that two. years 
ago he suffered a stroke of paralysis. 

Mr. Hazard was 68 years old. For 
many years he had been at the head of 
a large salt business bearing his name, 
with offices at 29 Broadway. His ex- 
tensive salt interests included the Preal- 
dency of the Sterling Salt Company and 
of the Michigan Salt Works at Marine 
City, Mich. He was also President of 
the Halite & Northern Railroad, of the 
River Transit Company in Marine City 
and a trustee of the Seamen’s Bank 
for Savings. 

Since the formation of the American 
Polo Association in 1890 he had been 
one of the leading spirits of the organ- 
ization. On the retirement of Oliver W. 
Bird as Secretary-Treasurer in 1898, Mr. 
Hazard assumed the >ffice, and on the 
death of Henry L. Herbert in 1921 he 
became Chairman of the association. To 
Mr. Herbert and Mr. Hazard many fol- 
lowers of polo attribuie the major share 
of the credit for the igh standard at- 
tained by the game in America. When 
the state of his health impelled Mr. 
Hazard to retire from the active chair- 
manship last Winter his fellow members 
created the post of honurary chairman 
in order to further avail themselves of 
his counsel, and as an evidence of their 
appreciation of his services.

MANIAC SAVED FROM 


DEATH LEAP AT FIRE 


Dashes Through Lines at Twelfth 
Street and Runs to Third-Floor 
Window, but Is Caught. 


Suffering from acute mania, a man 
later identified as Joseph Fisher, 26, of 
19 Eighth Avenue, dashed through the 
fire lines at Greenwich Avenue and 
Twelfth Street, shortly before 2 o’clock 
this morning, and before he could be 
stopped by firemen. or policemen, ran 
into the burning building, shouting, 
‘'There’re after me.”’

With the smoke from the 
window forming a background, Fisher 
poised himself on the window ledge, 
shouting incoherently. 

Deputy Chief Helm saw the man and 
called for volunteers to rescue him be- 
fore ‘he leaped to the street or was 
erushed by falling débris. Steven Hanan, 
driver for Battalion Chief Bauer; Thom- 
as Ward of Hook and Ladder Company 
5, Manhattan, and Lee Easop of Hoo 
and Ladder Company 122, Brooklyn, 
hurried into the building and cautiously 
made their way up the stairway to -the 
third floor. The searchlights which had 
earlier played on the building had been 
extinguished, and the interior. was in 
darkness. Guided by his yells, the fire- 
men got within five feet of Fisher. He 
turned suddenly and began to scream 
and kick at them, and threatened to 
leap to the street if they came closer. 
Easop leaped at Fisher and grabbed 
him about the legs. After a struggle, 
Fisher was overpowered and carried to 
the street. Still struggling, he was car- 
ried to the Sheridan Garage, Greenwich 
Avenue and Twelfth Street, the Red 
Cross headquarters. Then, with four 
patrolmen holding him in the ambulance, 
he was taken to Bellevue Hospital.

for two hours, and gave out no informa- 
tion concerning the points which -had 
caused the hitch. It is believed, how- 
ever, ‘that. Italy required assurances 
which Great Britain and France found 
it difficult to give. No date has yet 
been fixed. for further resumption of 
the discussion. The Bulgarian appeal 
concerning the problem of restraining 
irregular bands from crossing her fron- 
tier’ into the neighboring States came 
up again at the afternoon session. Vis- 
count Ishii reported that he thought 
Rumania, 
Justified in their contention that the 
matter might be settled by direct nego- 
tiations;-so the question was remitted to 
the Powers concerned, with permission 
ta. come tothe Council again if they 
found it necessary. . 
Proposed minor rectifications of the 
boundary between Austria and Hungary 


and Hungary and Jugoslavia occupied 
the Council for the rest of the day. 


LONDON, July 19 (Associated Press). 


—Various Balkan frontier questions and 
border ‘irregularities engaged most of 
the time of the Council of the League 
of Nations today. For the first time 
a former enemy State was permitted to 
sit as a member of the League, Hun- 
gary being allowed to present her boun- 
dary claims against Jugoslavia and 
Austria. Some of the officials believe 
that this foreshadows a similar privi- 
lege for Germany. 

The afternoon's’ proceedings were 
singularly spiritless and devoid of pub- 
lic interest. The Earl of Baifour fre- 
quently fell asleep, and his breathing 
could be heard above the drone of the 
discussion. Other members were kept 
awake, apparently, only by frequent 
draughts of tea. The Council fina ly 
adjourned, it was said, out of sympathy 
for Lord Balfour’s weariness, 

The chief opposition to the mandates 
for Syria and Palestine, which were 
considered by the Council of the League 
today, has been expected from Italy, 
which is accused, in some quarters, of 
seeking to-obtain economic advantages, 
while her objection to the French claim 
to the protectorate over Christians in 
the Near East is also said to stand in 
the way of a smooth agreement. 

On the other hand, there is reason to 
believe that the Vatican’s opposition to 
the redrafted Article XIV of the man- 
date will not be pressed, as it has been 
decided that the Christian representa- 
tive on the commission for the custody 
of Holy Places shall be a Roman Cath- 
olic. Italy’s attitude on this point, ac- 
cordingly, is understood to have been 
modified. 


JERUSALEM, June 22 (Correspon- 
dencé of the Associated Press).—The 
inhabitants of Palestine, both Mos- 
lem and Christian, are immeasurably 
pleased that the British House of Lords 
yesterday passed the Islington motion 
disapproving the Balfour declaration of 
1917. The native press is jubilant; pan- 
Arab demonstrations are being held. 
and the local cable office is swamped 
with congratulatory messages from 
Arabs to the House of Lords. 

The Balfour declaration pledged the 
erection of a Jewish homeland in Pales- 
tine. The resolution. passed yesterday 
by. a vote of 60 to 29 set forth that 
‘the mandate for Palestine in its pres- 
ent form is unacceptable to this House, 
because it directly violates the pledges 
made by his Majesty’s Government to 
the people of Palestine in the declara- 
tion of October, 1915, and.again in the 
declaration of November, 1918 (pledges 
given to the Arabs), and is as at pres- 
ent framed opposed to the sentiments 
and wishes of the great majority of the 
people of Palestine. That, therefore, 
its acceptance by the Council of the 
League of Nations should be postponed 
until such modifications have therein 
been effected as will comply with 
pledges given by his Majesty’s Govern- 
ment.”’ 

The Arabs regard this incident as a 

reat victory. “It is the bounden 

uty,’ says an Arab call to a demon- 

stration of celebration, ‘‘of all of us 
to set forth our gratitude to the House 
of Lords for ee proved to the world 
that God and justice still live in Great 
Britain.”’ 

Miraat el Shark, a Jerusalem news- 
paper, says: ‘‘ We will win our fight 
for freedom; we have God and right 
on our side.’’ Beit el Makdes, another 
local paper, says: ‘‘ Our victory in the 
House of Lords is the beginning of the 
end of political Zionism.”’ 

The Zionists are correspondingly dis- 
appointed at the news. They have not 
failed to cable strong protests to Lon- 
don. The Chairman of the Zionist or- 
ganization here said to the Associated 
Press: 

‘* All our hopes have been shattered 
on the rocks of political expediency. 
If the House of Commons follows the 
lead of the House of Lords, then Jews 
of the world will. have been dealt.a 
more staggering blow than that ad- 
ministered by the Emperor Hadrian 
1,800 years ago, when his persecutions 
brought about the last dispersion of the 
Jewish race.’’ 


PROGRESSIVE WINS 
NEBRASKA CONTEST 


Howell’s Lead for Republican 
Nomination for Senator In- 


creases With Late Returns. 


OMAHA, Neb., July 19 (Associated 
Press)—As returns from yesterday’s pri- 
maries in Nebraska drifted in today R. 
B. Howell of Omaha, progressive Repub- 
lican and National Committeeman, held 
the lead by which he was nominated 
for United States Senator over Repre- 
sentative Albert W. Jefferis, also of 
Omaha. With 1,402 precincts reported, 
the figures showed: Howell, 338,853; Jef- 
feris, 21,697; Attorney General Davis, 
21,208; C. H. Gustafson, 14,809. 

Belated returns served to increase the 
overwhelming plurality by which Sena- 
tor G. M. Hitchcock won the Democratic 
Senatorial nomination. 

Charlee W. Bryan of Lincoln, brother 
of William J. Bryan, jumped into the 
lead late today in the race for the Demo- 
cratic Gubernatorial] nomination, when 
unofficial returns, from 1,649 of the 
State’s 1,913 precincts gave him 24,636 
and Dan B. Butler of Omaha 22,864. 

Late last night Butler assumed a 
rather commanding lead, particularly 
after the Douglas Countv (Omaha) pre- 
cincts had reported. Throughout today, 
however, Mr. Bryan cut down Butler's 
margin. 

The margin which separated Charles 
H. Randall of Randolph and Adam Mc- 
Mullen of Beatrice for the Republican 
Gubernatorial nomination was smaller, 
1,649 precincts giving Randall 43,083 and 
McMullen 42,817. 

Of the three Congressional candidates 
favoring a revision or repeal of the Vol- 
stead act, two apparently did not fare 
well in the primaries, according to re- 
turns so far received. Paul Manhart, 
Republican, is running third in a field of 
seven, while W. A. Ransdell, Repub- 
lican, is second in a field of‘three.

FREE STATE MOVES | AMERICANS CHECK 
10 CRUSH REBELS CHOLERA INARMENIA 


Prepares Offensive Against 
Limerick With a View to End- 
ing the Civil War. There. 


HARD FIGHTING IN ‘THE CITY 


Cork Houses Wrecked to Make De- 
fenses—Ambush of Funeral. Turns 
Sentiment Against Irregulars.

DUBLIN, July 18.—The centre of 
fighting in the Irish civil wan is now 
at Limerick, the headquarters of the 
insurgents, and arrangements are being 
pushed forward for an offensive which 
it is hoped will crush the rebel forces. 
The irregulars are being rounded up 
north and west of Limerick as a pre- 
liminary to this operation. 

In the icty itself fighting has been 
going on for eight days and the posi- 
tion of the national troops has been 
strengthened. News which has trickled 
through from the city shows the Free 
Staters have laid siege to King John’s 
Castle, an ancient ruin, and the Strand 
Barracks. 

King John’s Castle, a fortress of 
great strength, occupies a commanding 
position overlooking the Thomond 
Bridge, the main outlet from the city 
to Clare. This building has been at- 
tacked and is supposed to have fallen, 
but no confirmation of the report is to 
hand. 

Leas mystery veils the operations of 
Government forces in the Strand Bar- 
racks. Supported by armored cars the 
National troops opened an attack on the 
barracks on Saturday evening with ma- 
chine guns and grenades. The next day 
the battle was resumed and one wing 
of the building burst into flames. 
insurgents, as at the Four Courts, re- 
tired to another part of the barracks 
and continued to fight. 

During Saturday and Sunday the 
casualties, as far as could be ascer- 
tained, included sixteen killed and many 
wounded. Losses of the rebels, however, 
are not known. 

A number of engagements have taken 
place in other parts of the-city and at 
least three outposts have. been vacated 
by the insurgents. It is understood the 
forces of the mutineers are dwindling 
and that many of their men are joining 
the National army. 

Commandant General Michael Bren- 
nan, who is commanding the Free State 
forces in the district, has undertaken 
the task of feeding the population. Sup- 
plies have been cut off by the rebels 
and many citizens were faced with 
starvation. The roads in the district 
were blocked with trees or mined, but 
gradually these obstacles are being re- 


moved. Airplanes are reported to be 
assisting in taking food to the city. 


DUBLIN, July 19 (Associated Press).

An automobile funeral party of Free 
Staters which’ was taking the body of a 
volunteer killed in County Galway to 
Ipiddal for purial, was ambushed early 
today near. Athenry by Republican in- 
surgents who appeared from both sides 
of the road. Commandant Rooney was 
killed and eight other National army 
soldiers were taken prisoner. 

Commandant Rooney's body was 
placed beside the coffin of, the dead vol- 
unteer and was sent on to Galway, 
where the sight of the dead command- 
ant alongside the coffin horrified the 
great crowd which quickly surrounded 
the car. 

Reports from Galway state that the 
action of the ambushers in attacking 
the funeral party. so incensed many 
other of the irregulars that the leaders 
of the Tuam brigade in Galway re- 
signed their commands, while thirty- 
five of the rank and file also tendered 
their resignations. It is believed their 
action, add the advices, will have a 
similar effect in other places. 

Recent. speculation on the supposed 
impending large scale operations against 
the republican insurgents in Southwest 
Ireland seems to have moved the Free 
State Government to put the brakes on 
popular anticipation of an early march 
to triumph and peace. 3 :

PLAGUE GROWS IN RUSSIA 


Typhus Is Worse Than Last. Year, 
With Cholera From Black Sea 
Ports a European Menace.

LONDON, July 19 (Assoclated Press). 
Information received by the League of 


Nations from Russia indicate a grave 
spread of cholera and typhus. The lat- 


ter is reported as being twice as preva- 
lent this year as last. All the Medi- 
teranean:.countries trading with Black 
Sea ports are threatened with cholera. 
There were more than 3,000. cases of 
cholera in Odessa in the first week in 
July. Hospitai facilities are sald to be 
insuffiicent, and the water supply is 
lacking. Nearly a hundred cases of 
cholera were introduced into Bucharest 
the past fortnight. 

Excluding the famine areas. the total 
cases of typhus and relapsing fever in 


Russia since the beginning of the year 
were 856,309 and 732,238 respectively.

Supervision for a Moraterium, 


Believing that if a moratorium for 
a. fixed period be granted Germany 
should in return accept allied super- 
vision of her public finances -in order 
that the moratorium shall not become 
permanent and ‘Germany definitely 
cease paying, M. Poincaré judges it 
advisable to have all the informatidn 
gathered by the members of’ the Com- 
mittee on Guarantees. With that in 
hand and with plans for allied su- 
pervision in his head, M. Poincaré will 
be ready to discuss with Mr. Lloyd 
George the attitude to be taken by the 
Governments of the allied nations act- 
ing in unity. 

It would only be after he were con- 
vinced that no common allied action 
could be fixed which in his. judgment 
sufficiently protected the interests of 
France that M. Poincaré would consider 
individual action by France. 

Such I am informed is the attitude 
of the French Prernier. 

In parentheses it might be stated that 
some misconception of the French attl- 
tude has been given by mistranslation 
or misunderstanding of the French 
word ‘‘ controle.’’ This has been freely 
translated to the English word “ con- 
trol”’ and the impression given that 
France wishes to impose on Germany 
some sort of fiscal tutelage such as 
Turkey had before the war. But the 
proper translation of ‘‘ controle ’’ is the 
English word ‘‘ supervision.’’ What the 
French really want is to put the Allies‘ 
agents in a position to supervise or 
check up-the fiscal acts of the Berlin 
Government in order to be assured of 
Berlin's good faith. 

It is not difficult to understand this 
desire. It is the belief in France that 
the _payments made by Germany on 
reparation account cannot -be cited as 
the cause of the disastrous fall in the 
value of the mark. They think other 
causes are to be blamed, and notably 
Berlin’s failure to stop the issue ot 
paper money by raising sufficient taxes 
or loans to meet its expenditures. It is 
argued that France, although heaving 
expended some _  90,000,000,000 paper 
francs in repairs and reconstruction, a 
sum four times as large as Germany has 
paid in reparations to all the Allies, has 
nevertheless been able not only to halt 
the issue in paper money but reduce its 
circulation at the rate of 2,000,000,000 
francs per. year. 

Germany, on tre other hand, with no 
devastation to repair and with a public 
interior debt no more burdensome than 
that of France, increased In 1919 her 


circulation by 13,500,000,000 marks; In 
1920 by 33,000,000,000; in 1921 by 45,000,- 
000,000, and by 58,000,000,000 in the first 
six months of 1922—and this year’s 
budget carries a deficit of 125,000,- 
000,000. 


Believes Bankruptcy Willful. 


You cannot conyince a Frenchman 
that the 1,500,000,000 marks gold Ger- 
many bas paid in cash for reparation 
could have produced any such effect. 
He just will not believe it. On the 
contrary he believes Germany without 
seven devastated provinces and without 
30 per cent. of her industrial machinery 
ruined could have made a better fiscal 
job out of her affairs if she had wanted 
to. He gelieves she did not want td 
and does not want to. Further, he be- 
lieves she should be forced by some 
means or another to make a better 


record. 

The longer headed Frenchmen recog- 
nize the difficulty of Germany mak- 
ing large cash payments with her finan- 
cial affairs in the present mess. There- 
fore they are willing to ease up, but 
only on one condition—that Germany 
repair the ruin of her fiscal system se 
that France can eventually be paid 
Because Germany cannot pay today does 
not appeal to a Frenchman as a good 
reason why she should give up the 
right to be paid if Germany ever does 
become able to acquit herself of her 
obligation. He has got to dig up one 
way or another the money to pay 4,000,- 
000,000 francs yearly interest on sums 
the French Government has borrowed to 
pay what Germany should pay, and he 
intends that Germany shall take on that 
burden. He expects his Government 
to see that she does when she Can. 

Of course there are some militant 


French. publicists, like ‘Pertinax in the 


Echo de Paris, for instance—and they 
do represent a part of French opinion— 
who would have the Ruhr seized and 
other things ef bravado done right 
away. But the average Frenchman has 
not the slightest desire to see the French 
tricolor waving over the Krupp works, 
especially if his son has to be called 
back into military service for the pur- 
pose. Nor does he care particularly 
about the French Army marching into 
Bavaria to show the Southern Germans 
what a mess the Prussians have got 
them into. 

What-he wants is lower taxes. What 
he wants is for Germans in the same 
walk of life to pay as much of the war’s 
cost as he is paying. As for the political 
end of it, he wants the Allies to act to- 
gether to protect his Hen on Germany, 
if the Allies will. If not, he wants his 
Government to act alone to see that Ger- 
many does not shove her reparation bur~ 
den permanently. onto his shoulders, as 
she has, he is convinced, succeeded in 
doing successfully so far. The French- 
man does not consider that militaristic | 
or chauvinistic. He thinks it is self- 
preservation. 

In a word, the Frenchman, if his Gov- 
ernment finds Germany cannot pay any 
more this year, will wait without a 
great deal of protest if, and perhaps 
only if, he gets some new assurance 
that she will pay when she can. i

Big Results Expected From British 
Move to Pay America. 


LONDON, July 19 (Associated Press). 
Statements in the House of Com- 
mons that the British debt to Amer- 
ica. would certainly be paidd and 
that .a commission is proceeding to 


Washington to arrange the details of 
time and manner of payment are be- 
lieved here to indicate an early ad- 


jjustment of the whole matter of inter- 


national indebtedness, 

British offi¢ials declined to discuss the 
reports that the German indemnity is 
to be reduced to 450,000,000,000 gold 
marks, in return for which France is to 
receive the cancellation of her debts to 
Britain. 

The. placing of Anglo-American ac- 
counts on a definite footing is now 
intimated. This has long been held to 
be the keystone of the whole financial 
arch, so that speedy adjustments of. 
other obligations may be expected. 

Treasury officials say that numerous 
solutions of the Anglo-French debts 
have been considered. One of them con- 
templates a reduction of ‘the German 
obligations to £2,500,000,000, compared 
with £6,600,000,000, which is the present 
figure. They declare that nothing will 
be done pending the report of ghe 
Reparation Commission. There has Bten 
no suggestion that the Bankers’ Com- 
mittee should be reconvened, they said. 


HAMMERSTEIN TROTH 
PUT UNDER A CLOUD 


Widow of Opera Impresario Says 
Prince Radomar May Be 
‘Mad’ at Her Now. 


As a sequel to the announcement made 
on Monday by Mrs. Oscar Hammer- 
stein, widow of the impresario, that she 
was engaged to marry Prince Oleg V. 
Radomar, described by her as a cousin 
of the King of Italy, Miss J. E. Allen 
of Allen & Fabiani, Inc., concert man- 
agers, of 56 West Thirty-ninth Street, 
gave out letters yesterday purporting to 
have been written ,by the -Prince in 
which he declared ‘‘ she invented every- 
thing.’’ Mrs. Hammerstein's description 
of her fiancé as a Montenegrin Prince 
drew a denial that he was of royal blood 
yesterday from Luigi Criscuolo, delegate 
here of the Committee for the Indepen- 
dence of Montenegro. 

Mrs. Hammerstein last night attacked 
the authenticity of the letters given out 
and attributed motives of jealousy to 
Miss Allen. There was a remote possi- 
bility that the Prince was “mad,” be- 
cause she had allowed eight months to 
elapse before answering his letters, Mrs. 
Hammerstein said. If her fiance con- 
sidered the engagement off, there were 
“plenty of athar princes, barons and 
bankers” who were her admirers, she 
added. 

In the first of the letters given out by 
Miss Allen, Prince Radomar was rep- 
resented as saying in regard to the at- 
tributed relationship to Italy’s ruler: 

‘*T cannot see how dared she. She in- 
vented everything. I never had any- 
thing to do with her but sing in her 
opera house. I wish I could be there to 
stop all this. I am no more a cousin of 
the King of Italy than she. How most 
terrible, It is absolutely absurd. She 
has invented everything.”’ 

Explaining that the Prince, who is a 
Russian nobleman, was ‘‘ enormously 
wealthy’ before the war, Miss Allen 
said: 

“He is young and he probably likes 
pretty girls, but I am sure he never had 
any intention of marrying Mrs. Ham- 
merstein. He always spoke of Mrs. 
Hammerstein and looked upon her re- 
spectfully as one might regard a grand- 
mother or any aged aunt.”’ f ‘ 

Mrs. Hammerstein said that Prince 
Radomar pr6posed to her a year ago 
last May, on the. eve of his sailing for 
Constantinople as a representative of the 
Standard Oil Company.

] FINANCIAL MARKETS 


Stocks Again Display Strength 
‘—Foreign Exchanges Are 
Reactionary. 


There was a further advance in stock 
market prices yesterday, and once 
again it developed without any. directly 
favorable news bearing on the situa- 
tion. On the other’ hand, it was evi- 
dence that Wall Street continues to be- 
lieve that present difficulties are of but 
transitory character,and that a long- 
range view cannot be other than opti- 

| mistically inclined. Yesterday’s upturn 
| encompassed even those issues engaged 
in an industry concerning which un- 
favorable reports were at hand. This 
applied directly to the steel stocks, 
which were strong, despite word that 
it might be necessary to curtail produc- 
tion in certain sections as a result of 
the fuel shortage. It was pointed out, 
in fact, that three large blast furnaces 
in the Youngstown section had been 
banked and that the Bessemer 
Department of the Republic Iron and 
Steel Company had been closed. 

There is no doubt but that the effects 
of the coal strike are becoming more 
pronounced in all industries, but thus 
far this has failed to have any effect 
in stock market operations. To some 
extent this is no doubt true, because of 
the firm hold which pools have on cer- 
tain of the more speculative issues, but 
it must be admitted also that the public 
at large has not been easily frightened 
and that liquidation in large volume is 
something which the stock market has 
not been called upon to face. The sit- 
uation differs in one respect from those 
which generally affect the stock 
adversely. As against the prospect of 
serious disruption’ of industrial activi- 
ties, if the present strikes are prolonged, 
there is the favorable feature that de- 
mand is at the high point of the year 
in many industries, and there is an 
eagerness to obtain early delivery, as, 
for instance, in steel, where premiums 
are in effect for certain products. It 
was noticeable yesterday that even the 

strong, although some 
generous cuts have been announced in 
crude oil prices. This cutting is an 
acknowledgment of the heavy stocks of 
crude which are now on hand and which 
are becoming something of a burden.

Opinion Which Led to German 
| Suits Denies Congress Gave 
Him Full Power. 


FIGHT COMING IN COURTS 


Effort Will Be Made to Consolidate 
In Order to Fix

WASHINGTON, July 19.—A copy of 
the opinion which caused a group of 

German interests to sue for a return of 

; their former patents and the royalties 
which have accrued to Americans now 
manufacturing under these patents was 
| obtained today. The opinion, which was 
| prepared by the Washington firm of 
, Nippert & Brown, and which was later 
circulated in Germany, holds in effect 
that A. Mitchell Palmer, although he 
had the right as Alien Property Custo- 
dian to seize these patents, did not have 
authority to dispose of them and should 
instead have held the proceeds as did 
the trustee that preceded him, the Fed- 
eral Trade Commission. 

Using this opinion as a basis, a num- 
peed of suits have already been brought 
; in this country, and the first of these is 
to be tested in the courts in the Autumn, 
; it is belleved. Under the law, suits had 
;to be filed before. July These suits 
| have no relation to the patents now held 
by the Chemical Foundation, except 
those patents formerly held by. the Fed- 
eral Trade Commission. 

It is on the point of the right of dis- 
posal that the opinion is based. The 
opinion takes the ground that the 
amendment to the Trading With the 
Enemy act provided for disposal in the 
manner in which the, Federal Trade 
Commission was told to carry it out, 
and that Mr. Palmer was not authorized 
to sell the patents as he had sold other 
property.

The opposition to returning any pat- 
ents to former German owners is grow- 
ing in Congressional circles, and the 
argument is now being advanced that, 
as this country has. counter-claims 
against Germany running up, perhaps, 
to $1,000,000,000, the patents and other 
property once belonging to Germans 
should be held until the American claims 
are settled. 

The American claims include damages 
for Americans who lost their lives when 
the Lusitania was sunk. It is not be- 
lieved here that, whether Germany has 
the resources or not, she will show any 
desire to settle thése claims. There- 
fore, it is held that the property of 
her citizens should be retained by this 
country, and none of it returned.

General Electric Gets State Work.

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WHOLESALE PRICES UP 
1’ PER CENT. IN JUNE 


Largest Increase Were'in F uel and 
Building Materials—Food 
and Clothes Higher. 


WASHINGTON, July 19.—Further in- 
crease in the general level of wholesale 
prices for June, as compared with May, 
is shown by information gathered by 
the Department of. Labor through the 
Bureau of Labor Statistics in repre- 
sentative markets of the country. This 
increase, it is said, measures 1 1-3 per 
cent., which compares with an increase 
of 3% from April to-May. 

The largest price gains were reported 
for fuel and building materials, in each 
cf which groups the June level was over 
4 per cent. higher than that of May.

The cool weather was favorable in 
North Dakota, but considerable damage 
by a severe hailstorm near the middle 
of the week occurred, and much lodging 
resulted from high winds. There were 
also sume reports of black rust, but 
the crop was generally in excellent con- 
dition. : 

The weather was generally favorable 
for the development of Spring wheat in 
South Dakota, but the condition of the 
crop continued very uneven in Minne- 
sota, though it was generally fair ex- 
cept in the central and central western 
counties, where it was poor.on account 
of dry weather.

State Official Gives Opinion on 4 
Per Cent. Organizations. 


ROCHESTER, N. Y., July 19.—In a 
letter in response to one sent to the 
State Department of Banking at Albany 
by a newspaper here on loan contract 
organizations George Overocker, Second 
Deputy Superintendent, condemns the 
methods of operation of these concerns. 
Mr. Overocker pointed out that, from 
the advertising literature of the loan as- 
sociations and leagues, subscribers are 
led to believe they will be able to ob- 
tain a loan at 4 per cent. or less within 
ten months from the date of initial pay- 
ment. 

The official declared the average time 
which elapses before a loan is made is 
from twenty-two to twenty-four months. 
The organizations which promise enor- 
mous profits were said in the letter to 
be operating at a much greater expense 
than savings banks, which cannot ordi- 


narily pay 4 per cent. interest to inves- 
tors. 


GARLAND MILLION NOT SEEN. 


Reported Offer Is Denied by Public 
Service Fund Director. 


If Charles Garland intends donating 
his inheritance of $1,000,000 to the re- 
cently incorporated American Fund for 


Public Service, he has thus far not ac- 
complished the actual transfer of the 
money, it was learned yesterday. Lewis 
§. Gennett, associate editor of The Na- 
tion and a Director of the Fund, yes- 
terday denied that Garland or any other 
person had offered the Directors any 
sum approximating a million. 

‘*The story about Garland offering us 
$1,000,000 is unfounded,’’ Mr. Gennett 
said. ‘' Several people have intimated 
that they would give the fund money, 
but the figures would run into the 
thousands only.’’

Not issued to Architects—Compels 
Insurance by Contractors. 


According. to the requirements of an 
amendment to the Workingmen’s Com- 
pensation law which went into effect 
July 1, building permits will no longer 
be issued to architects, as has formerly 
been the custom.

notified of the approval only. Then the 
contractor or person duly authorized to 
do the work files a certificate showing 
he. has insurance under the Workmen's 
Compensation law. Upon the filing of 
this certificate a permit to begin work 
will be issued. 

Should there be a number of contrac- 
tors on the work, each is required to 
file a certificate separately, unless the 
general contractor holds insurance to 
cover all subcontractors. 

In order to comply with the law 
will be necessary to increase the cler- 
ical force as well as the inspection 
force of the bureau of buildings. Super- 
intendent Charles Brady is haying new 
forms printed, which will be filed with 
all app ications.
